berta ard British Columbia, The 
excursion had ween arranged by the 
tallway company for the benefit of 
his honor the lieutenant-governor, 
members of the provincial legisia-, 
ture and friends, and in all com- 
prised some 80 persons. Represen- 
tatives of the newspapers were also 
invited, Considerable interest was 
shown in the departure of the spe- 
cial train conveying the party, which 
left the G. T. P. station, Edmonton, 
shortly “after. 9 o'clock on Friday 
wight last, it was made up of three 
splendidly furnished parlor cars, 
Victoria, Trinidad and Gfbrailtar, a 
luxurious dining car and the staff 
car, Travelling all night, the party 
saw nothing of the = surrounding 
country and © the dark hours were 
spent in friendly introductions and 
in sleep. Once fairly started on the 
way the travellers were surprised 
and delighted with the splendidly 
smooth funning, which was consider- 
ed remarkable on a track laid only 
a few months ago, First impressions 
were amply confirmed the following 
morning when practically everybody 
on board stated that they had slept 
as soundly as in their own beds at 
home. 

Historic Landmarks. 

Edson, ‘The Gateway of the 
West,” had’ been passed through in 
the night and at daylight the travel- 
lers awoke to find themselves amid 
the scenic grandeur of the National 
Park. Some of the railway staff and 
a few others Who had followed di- 
rectly after the pioneering road- 
builders and knew the features of 
the country well were centres of in- 
terest at the breakfast tables as they

Grandeur of the Mountains, 

Nothing can excel in grandeur and 
sublimity the mighty mountains tow- 
ering up to the sky all through this 
great wonderland of nature, The 
descriptions of their magnificence 
given by travellers who years ago 
followed the trails of the trappers, 
and which read like romances of the 
imagination, were found to be in no 
‘way exaggerated. Here in the near 
future will come the tourist and na- 
ture lover from all parts of the earth 
to feast their eyes on the wonders 
that are unfolded to the gaze. Where 
as yet enly one “mixed” train tri- 
weekly passes carrylng chiefly work- 
men and freight, it is easy to foresee 
the succession of tourist trains, 
equipped with all the comforts and 
juxuries of modern civiligation, which 
will soon be travelling this latest 
route to the coast, providing up as it 
does panoramic views of unequalled 
freshness and beauty.

The larger bridges 
are of steel construction, but at other 
points where the line has been car- 
ried over waterways and little valleys 
the ties are laid on strong wooden 
framework, Hundreds of miles of 
foreat Yave een cut through, and 
here and there the road has been 
forced through masses of rock which 
stood in the way, but there are 
stretches of the line perfectly 
straight where trains can travel witht. 
out danger at a high speed. From 
Obed to Fitzhugh the line follows the 
course of the Athabasca river. This 
beautiful stream widens out in places 
tll it is wide enough to be called a 
lake as at Brule lake and Jasper 
lake, Though frozen over at this 
time of the year the river ig one of

Die Postu, Organ of German War 
Party, Urges That Only a Great 
War Can Arouse The Best Pow

New York, Jan, 28—A special cable 
from Berlin to the New York Ameri- 
can this morning quotes Die Postu, " 
the organ of the German war party, 
as urging the emperor to end the fa- 
therland's enervating era of peace and 
lead it fcrward to new deeds and new 
goals. 

“Omly the diversion of a great war,” 
says Die Postu, “can arouse the best 
powers of thé. nation and subjugate 
the inferior qualities which find ex- 
pression in the Socialist election yic- 
tories; Germans have never, thrived 
while enjoying even less peace. 

“The German nation never yet re- 
fused joyally tq follow the kings and 
emperors and especially along the 
paths that led to. heights. Even 
though four million misguided’ citt- 
zens yoted for the party which would 
dethrone the Kaiser, the nation re- 
mains true to the sovereign. 

“Let them know that the shadows 
will disappear as surely as fog before 
the morning sun the moment he calls 
upcia his people for deeds. That it 
may happen soon ig our wish.”

Men assembled in large numbers In 
the city square, known as Powell 
street grounds, and here attempted 
to hold a meeting, but forty 
officers and a number of mounted 
police were also there, and after a 
section of the street traffic bylaw waa 
read and the men stil! persisted in 
holding a meeting and creating other 
disturbance, the blue coats, mounted 
and cn foot, charged the mob with 
clubs and riding whips. Many of the 
crowd were seriously bruised. 

There were sixteen arrests, Re- 
treating to the broad Georgia street, 
which is free from street car tracks, 
the crowd again attempted to hold a 
meeting but were driven off.
